The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment  of 
anthrax,  botulism  and  snake-bite 

Ham  Green  Hospital,  Bristol,  Telephone  No,  Pill  2165. 

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Clavcrton  Down  Hospital,  Bath.  This 
hospital  also  holds  anti-anthrax  scrum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of 
patients  sensitive  to  penicillin. 


Organophosphorus  Poisoning. 

Certain  insecticides,  e.g.  parathion,  contain  organophosphorus  poisons. 
Treatment  is  by  pyridine-2-aldoxine  methiodide  (PAI.l) . 

A  small  supply  of  PAN  is  available  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Telphone: 
Bristol  2204-1). 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus  insecticide 
poisoning  is  also  provided  by  the  Nodical  Division,  C.D.E.E.,  (i.Iinistry  of  Supply), 
Porton,  Wilts,  (Tel.  Idmiston  211).

Forty-five  samples  of  nilk  were  taken  by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  examination.  Of  these  twenty-eight  samples  were  of  pasteurized 
milk  and  all  these  milks  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  and  phosphatase  tests,  the 
recognised  statutory  standards,.  Of  the  seventeen  samples  of  tuberculin  tested 
milk,  one  failed  the  methylene  blue  test  and  another  sample  from  a  different 
source  gave  positive  ring  tests  for  brucellosis.  Brucella  organisms  were  cul¬ 
tivated  from  this  milk  and  since  these  germs  can  cause  a  dangerous  disease  in 
man,  namely  unduiant  fever,  a  notice  was  served  on  the  producer/retailer  for¬ 
bidding  the  sale  of  the  milk  in  this  state  for  human  consumption.  The  milk  was 
diverted  for  pasteurization.  A  veterinary  surgeon  who  examined  the  herd  found 
that  three  of  the  cows  were  excreting  these  germs.  These  cows  were  withdrawn 
from  the  herd  and  it  was  possible  to  withdraw  the  notice,  but  samples  ere  still 
examined  at  intervals  in  case  there  is  latent  infection  in  other  cows  in  the 
herd. 


I  repeat  the  advice  I  give  annually,  the  only  safe  milk  to  drink  is 
pasteurized  milk. 

Ice  Cream. 

Seventeen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  summer  months, 
involving  five  different  manufacturers.  All  these  samples  fell  into  either 
provisional  grade  I  or  II.

"ater  Supplies. 

The  Board  cane  into  being  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  control  of  the 
supplies  had  not  passed  to  the  Board’s  Engineer.  During  the  year  weekly  sanples 
were  taken  of  the  treated  water  and  it  will  be  seen  that  three  sanples  fron  the 
Arn  Hill  source  and  one  fron  the  Crockerton  source  contained  coliforn  organises. 
Since  these  organisms  were  only  discovered  on  four  occasions,  uninforned  opinion 
night  have  it  that  this  is  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year  when  they  were 
discovered  on  six  occasions.  The  finding  of  these  organisms  in  quantities  of 
100  ml.  in  a  supply  which  is  chlorinated  proves  the  inadequacy  of  the  chlorination 
process . 

T/ith  the  advent  of  the  -7atcr  Board  and  the  sufficiency  of  staff,  I  am 
hoping  that  in  the  future  samples  taken  in  the  town  will  show  the  water  on  all 
occasions  to  be  free  from  any  coliforn  organisms.

This  open  air  swimming  pool  is  the  property  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

It  is  fille  \  with  water  derived  from  the  town  pains  which  is  changed  each 
fortnight.  Being  open,  the  pool  and  its  surroundings  are  subject  to  the 
bactericidal  action  of  the  sunlight.  The  purity  of  the  water  is  controlled  by 
the  addition  of  hypochlorite  solution  at  the  conmcncenent  of  each  session 
three  times  a  day,  when  readings  arc  taken  to  ensure  the  presence  of  at  least 
0,4  parts  per  pillion  of  free  chlorine  in  the  water.  No  sanples  were  submit¬ 
ted  by  the  Urban  District  Inspectors  for  bacteriological  examination  but 
reports  on  samples  takcb  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  showed  the  water, 
from  a  bacteriological  point  of  view,  to  be  equal  to  drinking  water. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Disposal  of  refuse  and  particularly  trade  refuse  caused  great  difficulty 
to  the  Surveyor  during  the  year.  Undoubtedly  the  Tip  became  a  nuisance  and  I 
cm  happy  to  note  that  the  Council  have  decided  to  purchase  the  necessary 
equipment  and  commence  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping. 
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The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  refers  in  his  section  of  the  report  to  new 
building  in  the  Urban  District.  In  my  last  report  for  the  year  1358  I  mention 
the  llo.  1  Clearance  Area  which  was  the  subject  of  an  enquiry  held  on  the 
23rd  July,  1958.  Under  the  Clearance  Order  tv/enty  houses  in  four  Clearance 
Areas  were  dealt  with  and  the  Ministry  confirmed  an  Order  in  respect  of  the 
following  houses.  In  my  Report  I  was  in  error  in  statin."  that  these  propertie 
had  been  demolished.  The  present  position  is  that: 

i.  Dread  Street;  IIos.  11,  27,  29?  31,  and  Chapel  Street;  No.  10. 

These  houses  are  empty  but  have  not  been  demolished. 

i i .  Drool;  Street:  IJos,  6,  6A,  7,  8,  9,  and  10 , 

These  houses  have  not  been  demolished  and  Ho.  6  is  still  occupied. 

iii.  Pound  Street;  Hos.  41 »  43,  45.  47,  49  and  51  . 

These  houses  are  still  standing  and  ITo.  41  is  occupied. 

iv.  Pound  Street:  IJos,  5.  7  and  9. 

These  houses  are  empty  and  still  waiting  for  demolition.

The  Minister  confirmed  the  No.  2,  3.  4  end  5  Clearance  Orders  in  March, 
*960,  but  an  Enquiry  was  held  in  the  case  of  ITo.  1  Order.  The  present 
position  is  that  the  houses  in  No.  2  Clearance  Area  -  6,  7,  8  and  9  Three 
Horse  Shoes  Yard  -  are  empty  but  not  demolished.

They  should,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957,  have  been  demolished  before  the  expiration  of  six  weeks  from  the 
date  on  which  the  building  is  required  by  the  order  to  be  v&Sbiad.  Tfuir 
demolition  is  now  a  matter  of  urgency.
